1,  PURPOSE:  This  Is  In  response  to  Work  Order  Number  66-35  submitted  by  Major  Quintanilla 
TDEW/UFO.  Message  concerning  conditions  and  sighting  was  examined  and  subject  photo- 
graphy was  analyzed  in  an  attempt  to  identify  the  objects  reported. 


2.  ANALYSIS:  Although  the' exact  nature  of  the  imagery  could  not  be  determined,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  It  could  be  that  of  a lighthouse.  The  photography  was  accomplished  in  the  dark 
hours  between  0630  Z and  1000  Z time.  The  main  group  of  lights  suggest  a "tower-like" 
configuration  which  could  be  a lighthouse  at  Pt,  Cabrillo.  The  light  which  is  adjacent  to 
the  "tower"  could  be  one  which  was  being  emanated  from  an  attached  building  at  it's  base.
